REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF MASON: 


In this annual report your committee would bring 
before you, ina brief form, some things which are of inter- 
est to us all. 

The number of teachers employed is fourteen, all 
females, with one exception. Believing it best, for the 
winter term, to employ a male teacher for the centre school, 
we were glad to secure the services of an experienced and 
approved teacher, Abel G. Stearns, who is doing for us 
excellent work. For the fall term of this school Miss 
Baker of Exeter was engaged, but no sooner had she 
entered upon her work here than she was offered a perma- 
nent position in a High School at her home, with an annual 
salary of $500. The offer was too tempting to be declined, 
yet she refused to take anything for her week’s ‘services. 
After some effort and a week’s delay, the school commenced 
again under the instruction of Miss Mary A. Hill, of Gro- 
ton, Mass., a thoroughly qualified and excellent teacher. 

A brief allusion to our Union School cannot be out of 
place, as we naturally feel some interest in its success, fur- 
nishing as we have done, this year, a first-class teacher, 
Miss Laura M. Elliot, and more than half the scholars and 
more than half the funds for its support, and to us it isa 
source of no small satisfaction that our Union School takes 
a high rank among the ungraded schools in this section. 

As aclass our teachers have been well fitted for their 
work, proved to be earnest, successful workers, and we 
believe our schools are in a decidedly better condition today, 
than they were a year ago, The teachers in numbers one 
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and six when about half way through the spring term, 
were obliged to give up their, schools in consequence of 1ll- 
health: Number six, however, has been the famous school 
this winter, while all the other schools in town have been 
badly deranged and obliged to be suspended from one to 
three weeks each, on account of the prevalence of that 
dreaded epidemic, the “measles,” number six has moved 
on without interruption and with marked success. 

In consequence of the suspension and general derange- 
ment of our winter schools, some of them are still in ses- 
sion, so that in some respects our report must necessarilly 
be incomplete, especially is this true in relation to the 
statistical report and the Roll of Honof, so that as we are 
unable to give a full and accurate report of these we have 
decided to omit them altogether, for in such matters an 
incomplete report is worse than none at all. 

It is well known that, by an act of the Legislature, 
passed in 1880, after the first of Jan. 1890, the towns and 
cities in the State were required to furnish text-books and 
other supplies for the public schools free of charge. By 
this act you will readily see that the labors of the 
School Board have been materially increased as wellas the 
town taxes. Your committee however have endeavored to 
act judiciously, being careful not to expend a larger sum of 
money than seemed essential to the best interests of our 
schools, and to make our purchases of supplies on as favor- 
able terms as possible. We have introduced into the 
schools Harrington’s spellers, Appleton’s geographies and 
readers. We have laboured earnestly and tried to do our 
best to make our schools a decided success, and now fellow 
citizens, we-commit our doing to your thoughtful and candid 
consideration.
